BUCHAREST, Jan. 18.—Trains filled with German soldiers are 


continually passing through Hungary toward the Servian frontier, 
to take part in the approaching Austrian offensive against Scrvia. 


Sensational Report 


BERLIN, Via AMSTERDAM, Jan. 18.—Announcement by the 


government bureau that Verdun had been "encircled by German 
troops," was hailed today by the Berlin military experts as news sur 
passing in importance that of the German successes near Soissons. 


Though no details of the actual sui rounding of Verdun, which 


has held back the army of Crown Prince Frederick William for five 
months, were made public in the announcement, -\vith the exception 
of the statement that this has been effected by the German advance 
through the Argonne, some of the military experts venture the pre- 
diction that "a great French army has been bottled up and will be 
iorced to surrender like Marshall Bazainc, who surrendered Motz to 
the Germans in 1870 Avith 173,000 men aud 6000 officers. 


Russian reports of successes in East Prussia and northern Po- 


land were officially denied here today. It was stated that the (!er- 
mans are maintaining their positions in these regions, while at the 
same time making gains west of Warsaw. 


"The Russian offensive has been broken," it was asserted. The 


aim of the German operations has been reached."

They are 
all first line veterans who have been 
Tvithdiawn from the Meuse lines and 
Irom Flanders, whore their places 
1-ave been taken by the second line, 
'. uusidered sufficient to hold the posi- 
tions under present conditions. 


Reports say that the Germans had 


made no? new gains. Already a part 
o' the Paris garrison has been se,nt 
north to strengthen the frontier line, 
end it is understood that a part ot 
the new British army just landed v,ill 
also be diverted to the present threat- 
ened front 


Paris is in no way uneasy over the 


Developments. The tianKness of the 
government in taking the people Into 
its confidence and admitting that a 
reverse had been sustained, at the 
same time explaining its nature, has 
had a beneficial effect. 
Consequently 


it is believed the worst is now over 
and e\ery one is confident that Gen- 
eral Joffre will be able to hold his 
present lines.
